Auto Makers 
Call Offer 
a Good One

DETROIT (AP) -. The auto 


Industry offered the United Auto 
Workers union what one com* 
pany termed the best contract 
proposals ever today, but asked 
the union to dot back on some 
demands won in previous years. 


The industry presented a solid 


and united front in answering 
for the first time demands the 
union itself has termed the most 
ambitious It has ever made. 


Quick rejection of the Industry 


proposals by the union was ex- 
pected. 


The industry economic offers, 


based on a proposed three-year 
contract, come after two months 
of bargaining and with only eight 
days remaining before a strike 
deadline. 


Contracts 
covering 
650,000 


workers at the Big Three expire 
at midnight Sept. 6 although only 
the company selected by the 
union as a pattern setter would 
be struck. 


The three companies estimat- 


ed their package at 33 to 51 
cents an hour over the next 
three years, including a flat 13 
cent-on-hour hike now and 2.8 
per cent a year in the following 
two years. 


All three, however, asked the 


union to modify a cost-of-living 
escalator clause based on the 
government cost-of-living Index 
which has brought union mem- 
bers increases of 18 cents an 
hour since 1964. 


UAW President Walter 
P. 


Reuther has said he would 
brook no tampering with the 
clause and that an attempt to 
change would be a strikable is- 
sue. 


The Industry also offered the 


union an increase of from 62per 
cent to 80 per cent in the sup- 
plemental unemployment bene- 
fits — the benefits that supple- 
ment a laid-off worker's state 
unemployment compensation. 


This apparently was far short 


of the demand made by the un- 
ion for a complete guaranteed 
annual Income.

such as Ohio, and seek to collect 
a percentage from congressmen 
from states where the income 
tax is less than Maryland's. 


Ashbrook believes, however, 


that as an Ohio resident he is 
not liable for either the Mont- 
gomery County or Maryland 
tax. 


Although Dahoff Is unmoved,

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Revenue and Finance Commit- 
tee of the Arkansas Constitu- 
tional Revision Study Commis- 
sion recommends that the five- 
mill tax limit on cities be dou- 
bled and that their debt limit on 
capital 
improvements be in- 


creased from 10 mills to 15 
mills. 


The 
recommendations 
are 


carried in a report that will be 
reviewed by the full commission 
when it meets here Thursday. 


The committee recommends 


that the tax limit for general op- 
erations In the counties remain 
at five mills, but suggests that 
the three-mill road tax be dou- 
bled and the present taxes per- 
mitted for a courthouse, jail or 
hospital be extended to cover 
all 
county general improve- 


ments. 


All of the committee's recom- 


mendations are tentative.

mews joined in the fighting by 
throwing flower pots at the Chi- 
nese.

Short Cut to 
Social Security 


To save money, aging bachelor 


Fred moved into a motel owned 
by his sister. In return for a free 
room, he did maintenance work 
around the premises. 


One day his sister had an inspi- 


ration: why not start paying him 
wages, so that—as an "employee" 
—he could qualify for federal old 
age benefits when he reached the 
age of 65? Accordingly, she put 
Fred on her payroll. 


But a few years later, when he 


applied for benefits, he was turned 
down. In a court test, the judge 
ruled that Fred had not really been 
an employee at all, because the 
work he was paid for was the same 
work he had done before for 
nothing.

To create rights under the fed- 


eral social security law, there must 
be a genuine employment relation- 
ship. And the government may be 
skeptical if the so-called employee 
is a close relative of the so-called 
employer. 


In fact, the law flatly excludes 


employment between man and wife 
or (with certain exceptions) 
bfe- 


tween parent and child. The ideit, 
of course, is to prevent families 
from setting up fake "jobs" as a 
short cut to the rewards of social 
security. 


Except in these husband-wife and 


parent-child situations, the law will 
weigh the facts of the individual 
case to see whether true employ- 
ment is shown. For example: 


A divorced man, awarded cus- 


tody of his little girl, left her with 
his sister in another city. For a 
monthly fee the sister, carrying out 
his instructions, took full charge of 
the child's upbringing. 


Some years later, the sister put 


in a claim for old age benefits on 
the basis of her prior "employ- 
ment." And a court upheld her 
claim. The judge pointed out that, 
even though the employment was 
between close relatives, neverthe- 
less it was a bona fide arrangement 
for a bona fide reason. 


Suppose the person is hired not 


by an individual relative but by a 
corporation controlled by a rela- 
tive. If this is simply a trick to get 
around the law, it won't work. 


Thus, benefits were denied to a 


man who had been hired by his 
son's corporation, set up for just 
this purpose. The court said the law 
lifts the "corporate veil" to see if 
an evasion of law is hidden be- 
hind it.

King Arthur's 
Camelot-Legend 
or History? 


Y 


our imagination is stirred 
by Eddy 
Gilmore's 
As- 


sociated Press dispatch in 


this paper last Friday describ- 
ing British archeologists' at- 
tempt to settle the question wheth- 
er King Arthur, his Round Table, 
and Camelot, are fact or fiction. 


The everyday world usually ac- 


cepts King Arthur as a more or 
less real person from prehis- 
toric days on which permanent 
records are scant or missing. 
Only when you check what little 
historical reference there is do 
you realize how much the King 
Arthur story depends upon un- 
supported legend. 


But behind most legends there 


is a whisper of truth, and so 
the King Arthur story has stirred 
the hearts of men with an ava- 
lanche of literature. It has come 
down to us in a thousand roman- 
tic stories and plays dating back 
to the Dark Ages; it was treat- 
ed 
humorously by America's 


Mark Twain in his "Connecti- 
cut Yankee" a generation ago, 
and current theater-goers re- 
member the musical production 
"Camelot," on Broadway, now in 
motion pictures. 


Factual history makes a grim 


effort to cut King Arthur down 
to size. Webster's Unabridged 
reports tersely: 


"King Arthur — A legen- 


dary king of Britain of the 
Sixth Century who became 
the central figure of a great 
cycle of romance. Probably 
In the mythical Arthur a 
semi-historical 
personage 


was counfounded with an an- 
cient British god, thus form- 
ing a semi-divine hero." 
According to legend King Ar- 


thur was wounded by invading 
Saxons in the battle of Camlan, 
and was taken to fairyland to oe 
healed— with the promise that he 
would one day return and lead 
his ancient Britons to victory 
over the invaders. 


The legend is not so certain 


in fixing the location of Camelot. 
The seat of King Arthur's Court 
is variously placed in Somerset- 
shire or Winchester, England, or 
in Wales. 


Eddy Gilmore's 
dispatch of 


last Friday, filed from South Cad- 
bury, England, reported that Bri- 
tish archeologists have picked 
Somerset as the most likely place 
to dig for the lost city of Came- 
lot.

turned legend Into historical fact. 


So may it well be with Camelot
